' ■• the enquiry of a corresjiondcnt at Se- 
attle as to whether tlio discovery of the 
northwest passage is to be credited to 
McGluue or JIcCiN'TOCK we may state 
ithat tho solution of tha; prohlem was ac- 
•'^corapllshed by the former Arctic ex- 
plorer in 1850 and he and his brave 
crow received tho $100,000 reward that 
had for many years been ofl'ored by the 
British Government for tho discovery 
"™ of a passage to the Pacific in a westerly 
direction along the ice-bound shores of 
the Arctic ocean. Coiumnmler .Mc- 
Cluue entered this ocean from the 
west through Behring straits and [)ciie- 
trated to a point OO miles west uf Har- 
row straits, whore he abandoned his 
.ship. Not long after this he and his 
crew were picked up, in \8')2, by Sir 
Edward Belciiki!. who had l;een sent 
to his relief by the British Ciovernnient 
and who had penetrated that far to the 
..(^.westward from Baffin's Ba}'. Thus tlu^ 
Aj^'Vnorthwest passage problem, whicli luul 
^ coat millions of treasure and a large 
number of valuable lives, was solved. 
The lamented Fhamcm.v, however, 
would have made this discovery a few 
years before if he had lived and had 
been able to carry out liis programme. 
The discovery is of no practical utility, 
commercially, but the efforts put forth 
from time to time to accomi)lish it 
have resulted in tho accumulation of a 
vast amount of valuable information 
respecting those inhospitable regions.

ENGLISH AND GENERAL' EUROPkAN NEWS 



Duntix, Dec. 23. — Pigot, a former 
proprietor of the Dublin Irinhnian,

St. PiCTEitsnuuo, Dec. 23. — In the 
trial by court martial at Miejin, of 
prisoners who participated in the anti 
Jewish riots last August, among the 
prisoners aro some wealthy merchants 
accused of inciting tho mob. 

Reports aro current at St. Peters 
burg that tho relations between Russia 
and China are somewhat strained. 

Largo purchases of Panama canal 
stock are reported fron\ Paris ou 
American account. 

DuiiLiN, Dec. 25. — The man Uyai 
and two brothers Wheelun, arrested 
last Sunday at tho time of the seizure 
of a quantity of arms and ammunition 
in this city, were arraigned to-day, 
charged with tho possessioiV.of arms in 
a proclaimed district. ^ The crown 
counsel said tho original ' charge would 
probablybo supplemented by one of a 
much more serious character, arising 
from tho seizure of documents one of 
which was llyan's discharge from the 
United States army, with a statement 
that bis character was excellent. Some 
of the arms seized were property of the 
war department. The prisoners \Yere re- 
manded. 

Chamberlain, president of the board 
of trade, answering a correspondent 
who criticised tho policy of coercion, 
writes a strong noto in justification of 
tho government's resort thereto. It 
declares it is unbearable that the good 
will shown by the farmers after pass- 
ing tho land act should be nullified by 
the illegal acts and teachings of those 
who have avowed a sini.st:r desire to 
render reconciliation impossible. 

The Persian government requested 
Ayoob Khan, tbc-Afghan chief resid- 
ing at Ghayn, either to quit Persia or 
go to Meshed. 

Rome, Dec. 24. — The popo to day 
gave his customary Christmas eve re- 
ception to cardinals, of whom 23 were 
in attendance, including tho German 
Cardinal Hohenlohe. In reply to theij^ 
address the popo said his position was 
becoming more and more intolerable. 
When ho claimed temporal power in 
order to secure independence of snirit- 
ual power, ho was accused of being a 
rebel and an enemy to Italy. Catlio- 
lics who demanded an efficient guar- 
antee for freedom for the head of their 
church were similarly stigmatized, and 
pilgrims to Rome were insulted by tho 
])ross and populace. It was therefore 
only natural that bishops coming to 
Rome should consider the existing 
situation incompatible with the dignity 
of the Holy See. His holiness said 
he expected far more .severe persecu- 
tion in time to come, but he would en- 
deavor to guide the bark of Peter 
through the troubled sea, looking for- 
ward to tho luoment wh.en God would 
calm the tcmocst.

The march of 
General Lagerotz'a column from Sfnx 
is, in consequence, postponed. 

WEST INDIES. 
Pour AU Pri.sx'k, Dec. 23. — An 
alarming revolution is reported to have 
broke out at Jeromie, Aux Cayes and 
Saint Jlarc. President Solomon with 
a strong force landed at Saint Marc 
and i|uelled the rising there after 150 
men had boon killed on both sides. The 
government honso was sacked and other 
houses burned. President Solomon re- 
turned to Port au Princo to obtain re- 
inforcements. 

Santo Dominqo, Dec. 14. — News of 
the U. S. steamer survey at Saniana 
Bay has caused such excitement that 
the autiiorities proposed that the two 
war seiiooners Thunder ami Ca])atillo 
watch the American maa-of-war.

Eleven houses at Bani 
were burned, causing losses estimated 
at $225,000; no insurance.

CANADA. 
MoXTUEAL, Dec. 23. — A Pullman 
car conductor was caught by tho cus- 
toms officers bringing in tickets for tho 
company to-day, without entering them 
for duty.

Pullman Co., hasanived from the west 
and denies emphatically any snniggling 
has been carried on.

Tho farcical proceedings incident to 
the trial of Guiteau continue at Wash- 
ington. The trial drags sloT- ly because 
of the interruptions of the prisonei', 
who blackguards his own and tlio op- 
posite counsel, and tho witnesses for 
prosecution, frequently drawing out 
peals of laugliter. Hero aro a few 
spccinions of tho last two days' proceed- 
ings: On Thursday morning Guiteau 
announced that he bad discharged 
Scovillo and wished now to retain an- 
other lawyer — Charles H. Heed. Sco- 
Ville, he added, was a good fellow, but 
was ruining tho case for the defence. 
Presently Guiteau broke out: 

"All this nonsense about whether I'm 
insane now or was five years ago has 
nothing whatever to do with this case." 
Stxiklng the table and becoming more 
excited, ho continued: "If I can't 
got justice here I expect an act of God 
for my protection. He has taken away 
tho wife of one of the jurors, for which 
I am very sorry, and if neceaaary ho 
will take away one of thoso jurors 
right out of the> box to save my life, in 
the interest of truth and justice." 

Dr. S. H, Talcott,"a medical export, 
from ]\liddlotown, N, Y., had treated 
over 1000 insane persons. Had ob- 
served Guiteau closely and assuming 
that ho had told the truth regarding 
the shooting and his life should say ho 
was sane July 2nd, He gave the same 
answer to the hypothetical questions. 

"How much do you expect to get for 
that opinion," shouted Guiteau. "You 
have been two or three weeks here. I 
supposoyou will want §500(Btriking the 
table angrily) but I don't care a snaj) 
if you bring in 500 such witnesses. I 
don't protend I'm insane nov.-, any 
more than you aro; but on the 2nd of 
July and thirty days before 1 was in- 
sane. That's tho issue" 

Davidge — Than if you are sano now 
you certainly ought to know- how to 
behave yourself. ', ' 

, . Guiteau— I do, and I behave myself 
just as well as you. I appear as my 
own counsel and have as much right to 
talk jBB you hare. You have altagethor 
too much to say on this case. You aro 
as bad a^ a man born with the diarr- 
hea. ' — , 

, 6;i Friday .Quiteaii askejii a.,5uestion 
but J udge Porter suggested'' to' witness 
that he hold no colloquy with the crim- 
inal. 

QuiteaUj angrily — I'm no criminal, 



any more than you are. I'm hero as 
my own counsel and I l^ayo ^jg'piucli''' 
right to apeak as ycu have. 'Wait till 
I ;'.in convicted before you call 'me 
criminal. I stand a great deal better 
outside than you. Plenty of jieoplo 
will say I'm bigger than old Porter. 

.Corkhdl suggested that if this abuse 
was permitted prosecution would in 
sist tliat prisoner bo removed to the 
dock.

considered the advisability of such a 
course. 

Guiteau — Tiie court has nodiscretion 
in the matter.

Guiteau interjected, Porter, you've 
got a mouth like an old catfiSh';-' You'll 
bring up in a lunatic ftsylum yet. Ho 
soon after informed' witncM^'that he 
was tho stupidest one yet',-' aridt' da ho 
stepped down said.now go get you .$500 
and go bouic. 

Guiteau — This is all rubliish, all this 
nonsense to prove that 1 am sane. Now 
this has nothing to do with the 2nd of 
July. These exports have seen me 
since the trial began. 1 don't claim 
now and didn't claim when they saw 
me to bo insane. Con.sequently when' 
they assume that I was sane on the 2nd 
of July it's all nonsense i ' 

Upon cross-examination ^vitness stat 
ed: I did not believe tho prisoner was 
sliamming in the sense of feigning in- 
sanity. I do not believe him to be in- 
sane, liut 1 do not think he Ima been 
feigning insanit}' in court. 

C'orkhill desired, as Monday will be 
a legal holiday.to have an adjournment 
until Tuesday, which was bo ordered. 
Court then, adjourned to that time.

toau shouted, "To-morrow being Christ-

Tv.'c young men of this city, Henry 
Moore and Frank Munsell, started oil' to 
to the other side a Week ago last Monday 
in the sloop Julia, which they had recent- 
ly purchased, for the purpose of procur- 
ing hogs for the Victoria 'riiarket. " Th^y 
reached Dungeness all right and secured 
their cargo of 1" hogs just below that 
place. On Friday morning tiiey started 
on their homeward trip and everything 
went well with theiii" till about half way 
across tho Straits, whdn a s({uall, the pre- 
cursor of a heavy gal'6'i-^canio up. It struck 
the sloop with great'fd'rco and almost im- 
mediately the vessel ttbmmenced leaking. 
Finding it impossible to keep her free 
they hoiated a portion of the cargo over- 
board; but tho sloop aottlcd down even 
with tho water, and the rest of the ani- 
mals doated out and swam for their livo.s. 
The sloop careened Snhd the young men. 
s\eio thrown into tji&'Wator. They man- 
aged to cling to thtJ inast of the sloop. 
Fortunately the barque Geo. E. Perkins, 
Capt. Wheelwright, was i>i()cceding up 
j tho Sound, and after the twf) sutrerors 
had clung to tho mast for about two 
hours and wore nearly exhausted their 
signal.s attracted attention on; board tho 
barque, and notwithitfutding the fast-in- 
creasing sea a boat was low'orod and sent 
to their assistance. AftF?r being rescued 
from thoir perilous poaitian ovory possible 
attention was paid thoni by Capt. Whool- 
wriglit, his otliccrs and crow. Moore liad 
suffered much from' loss of blood from 
his wrist, occasioned by a bite from ono 
of the liO^, which, together with the e.x- 
posuio, rendered hiiW very woak. Capt. 
NVheehvriglit took thcrii to Port Gamble 
from which place they came over yester- 
day iu tho North Pacific. Their loss will 
reach $500. iVluch anxiety was felt 
with reference to their bafoty as thoy 
were duo hero on Friday evening. As tho 
telegraph line has been down almost con- 
tinually since that date no tidings could 
be obtained from them'. The sloop went 
to pieces very shortly after tho young 
men were rescucd^ aO that their escape 
from 11 watery gmy'dJ-iw'as a vor^ nanow 
one. .V few of thefhBgs wero picked up 
by the barque's boat; but tho rest were 
drowned. Capt. Wheelwright and the 
peoj)le of Port Oamblo . are ■ gratefully 
tlianked by the 8hit)wrooked]p6rson*,;who

Prisoner [ileaded guilty. 

Supt. O'Connor knew nothing against 
tho prisoiicr. He hadgivon tho police no 
trouble whatever in recovering the pro- 
perty. 

His iHouor vemovkud that under the 
circun}Stanco of tho case ho would inflict 
a sontonco Of six months' imprisonmont 
with hard labor. Had tho prisoner boon 
aont to a higliur court lio ni!p[lit liavo been 
sentenced to tivo years in the penitentiary 
for atoaling a wateli and chain of the value 
of §40. The m.igistrate liopcd that this 
would be a warning for him not to get in- 
to tho asmo trouble again.

Matthews, alias George Massy, 
who was convicted last week and sentenc- 
ed to two months' impriaonmont fur 
stealing a clock, was again brought up for 
stealing a i"iibber coat and leggings from 
the Victod^rewei^/ 

Supt. Connor Vein arked that on the 
day the clock was stolen from Mr. Baker's 
ofiico Mr. Erbof tho Victoria Browerj- lost 
a water proof coat and loggings. Tho 
prisoner sold them to Mr. N. Pointer for 
§2. Mr. Pointer afterwards identified 
prisoner in'jtho gaol as tho *man who had 
broupht'him"lhe 'stolen property. 

His WorsTn'p stated that in a case of 
this sort tho photograph of the prisoner 
ought to have been taken, as it appeiirod 
ho was an e.xpert|larcenist. 

Supt. O'Connor replied that there was 
no phptogrnpher in connection with the 
gaol. 

His Worsliip rominded tho prisoner of 
his larceny of the clock and the two 
months' impri.'ioumerit infiicted for that 
theft. Tho punishment for this ofl'enco 
would be more severe and in addition to 
the other.- .He was obliged, therefore, to 
give him moiitlis'impriaonment with hard 
labor for this offence, to commence .xftcr 
the expiration of the fornior term. 

Prisoner wa.s much obliged for tho sen- 
tence. 

His Worship remarked that he liad not 
done- with the prisoner yet. Ho had a 
dvlty to do to llie public as well as to him. 
He was .still a young man and it was not 

desirable that lio slionld bo kejit in gaol «(. 
public e;<peiisu any longer than was neces- 
sary, ospeei.'illy us tliere was iiotliing 
ajjainst iiim in the police court before those 
char;;es were laid, It was to be hoped 
that the jirisoiior wouK! do better after 
serving his time and that ho would give 
the police, towlioin lie was now well known, 
no more trouble. 

Supt. O'Connor said that there would 
probal)ly 1)0 aiiotiiur chargu luid against 
the prisoner of tho same aort in a few days. 
He then applied for tho §1.00 found on 
the prisoner, to be returned to the party 
who purchased tho property, as there was 
strong proof that this sum wius a part of 
tho §2 that liad been paid for tho stolon 
coat and legging.s. 

N. Pointer stated tlua lie purcluased the 
coat and leggings from the prisoner in the 
dock and paid him §2 for them; one dol- 
lar wiis an American trade dollar; it was 
about half-past ono in tho afternoon. 

Prisoner said that the money tho wit- 
ness had given him was spent; but he was 
willing he should have what vras 
found upon him. 

In reply to tho magistrate prisoner said 
he came from Illinois. 

His Worship .igain gave the prisoner 
somo good advice with rcferenco to liis 
future coui-se, to which tho prisoner re- 
plied that|lie certoinly would do better 
whori ho got out of gaol.

Adavy Loss and Still Buruiii?. 

Chicago, Dec. 2.1. — The a.stonishing 
intelligence is given out to-night that 
the. wholesale grocery firm of Knowle.s, 
Cloyes & Co., No. 25 River street, have 
suspended. Tiiey wore engaged chiefly 
in the coff'op, tea and spice trade. Their 
liabilities are .^;VJ."),000 to .§350,000, 
aud the as.setH, coii.sisting of stock and 
collectable bills, to 8450,000. They 
had a cash caiiital of only §100,000. 
Their business this year amounts to 
over two millions. Collection.? have 
been delayed tlii.s winter by bad roads 
in the conutry, and the collapse was in- 
evitabli). Seve>ral large local creditors 
were tin; mo.st actives in pushing them 
to the wall, but their liabilities are 
largely to partic.s in New York, Balti- 
more, Portland and Philadelphia, 
who.se nanie.s uouKl not be Icarneci to- 
night. They went through the panic 
and lire with pxcellent credit and stand- 
ing, and will (loulitloss resutnc after 
having jiaid iu full. They made nrc- 
ferred creditors, two of them employes 
who had shown their confidence in the 
iirm by putting in $25,000. 

New \'"cnK, Dee. 25. — Tlie bonded 
warehouse of Cover, Acker it Co., 71 
and ~'l South .street, stored with silk, 
tobacco and spirit:!, burned this even- 
ing. Loss will probably lie in the 
neighborhood ef .*500,000, though by 
somo parties it is estimated still higher. 
Several explosions occurred in tho 
building caused by ignition of spirits. 
Three lirenien were injured. 

The Tribune has the following de- 
tails of the fire on South street : To- 
■ward one o'clock a general alarm was 
aentjout-for, all aid possible to be given. 
Tlio fire had spread and obtained a 
footing in a five story brick next to the 
Granite and owned by the same firm. 
The firemen worked in water kneo 
deep, in the basement, as the smoke 
was too dense above for them to enter 
the first floor: the iron shutters of the 
briek warehouse soon became red hot, 
apd, , the fire burst: out with renewed 
fierceness. At lilS'the fire was spread- 
ing rapidly, and it .seemed impossible 
to save the lower buildings nt South 
street and Maiden lane, which were 
surrounded on two sides by the burn- 
ing warehouse. The addition extend- 
ing to Maiden lane was soon entirely 
at the mercy of tho flames, and all hope 
of saving it was abandoned. There 
were grave fears expressed about tho 
supply of water tailing, as there were 
two other fires in the city. Geo. T. 
Patterson, secretary of Clinton Fire 
Insurance Company, said about two 
o'clock thi.s mornintr ho estimated tho 
loss at fully .$3,000,000, on account of 
extraordinary valuable articles stored 
in tho building, such as India shawls, 
raw silk and ■wines. 

4 a. m. — The loss by the on South 
street is now estimatitid at two millions. 
It is still burning. "
